Probably the question most often asked by 
the patient with arthritis is “What shall I eat?” 
At least, this question comes up regularly in 
the letters sent to me by those who have dé- 
veloped arthritis. Sometimes the patient asks 
if he should leave out acid fruits such as 
oranges and tomatoes. Occa- 
sionally, the patient is in- 
quiring as to the benefit of 
omitting meat. If the pa- 
tient is over-wéight, he is 
likely to ask if it is all right 
to omit starches and other fat- 
tening foods to help reduce 
the weight or if this will make 
the arthritis worse 

Let me begin by stating 
that there is a dietetic regi- 
oc, men which wiii prove of ben- 
efit in the majority of cases of arthritis. This 
regimen is simple and sensible and often secures 
good results. However, at the same time I real- 
ize that each case is a study in itself and cer- 
tain changes in the diet schedule may have to 
be made in special cases to fit the individual 
case, 

As a general rule, I find that fruits such

as oranges and tomatoes, are beneficial and 
the patient will do well to use them These 
fruits provide the body with vitamins and 


alkaline forming elements which are necessary 
if the diet is to be balanced. It is all right to 
use a moderate amount of meat and in fact 
it is indispensable. The patient with arthritis 
will recover just as fast by including about one- 
fourth to one-half a pound of lean meat and 


one egg in his diet, as he will if all meat is 
left out. I consider the meat necessary as 


building material to make good the loss due to 
“wear and tear.” 

The one kind of food I have found it most 
imperative to omit is starchy food. The patient 
is also to Jeave out sugar, honey, syrup, or in 
fact, any sweetening agent. Practical exper- 
ience will show that patients with arthritis do 
not handle starch well and do better if 
cut down or omitted. It has been my exper- 
ience that starch m be greatly curtailed, at 
least at the beginning of the treatment, with 
only good results. 

It is often necessary to instruct the patient 
to use a larger amount of both raw and cooked 
non-starchy vegetables. These vegetables are 
good for two reasons: First, they provide the 
intestines with enough bulk to encourage elim- 
second, they provide vitamins and food 
minerals. In a few cases where the intestine 
is irritated, the bulk in the vegetables may 
to increase the irritation leading to sore-

it may seem advisable to give only cooked 


vegetables for a time, which have been cooked 


until they are thoroughly softened and vege- 
tables prepared in this way may cause no 
distress 

Beyond any question of a doubt, if the 


patient with arthritis. does not respond to the 
diet given him, it becomes necessary to make 
a change here and there to adapt the diet to 
the patient. Sometimes the doctor's ingenuity 
is taxed to the limit in finding a satisfactory 
diet which agrees with the patient. One of the 
psychological facts whith I have discovered 
is that the doctor must make the chang¢ 
the idea uppermost of helping that pati 
the patient will respond to the change 
greater degree than if little consideration is 
given to what food is to be used in place of 
some other one. If the patient says he feels 
worse from the diet he is following, it is a 
good plan for the doctor to sit down with him 
and go over the diet list item by item

His fluency 
French and his strict attention 
duty made him _ popular, so 
much that in 1849 he was 
elected to the city council for St. 
Louis ward for two years and, in 
the language of the French 
author, “gave excellent service to 
his colleagues and to the city.” 
Recalled to England in 1853 he 
was promoted to rear admiral and

when the war came with Russia 
he was given charge of the con- 
voys of troops across the North 
Sea, after which he was trans- 
ferred to the south, deing appoint- 
ed superintendent Admiral at 
Balaclava. There he contracted 
cholera and died on H.M.S. Juna 
at the entrance to the harbor 
Lord Raglan paid high tribute to 
“this officer who devoted his life 
to the public service.” 

When the news of his death 
reached Quebec the desk in the 
city council chamber at which he 
had sat was draped in black, and 
a resolution of condolence was 
passed by the council. One of his 
daughters returned to Quebec as 
Mrs. C. E. Levey and I think that 
Mr. J. N. Boxer, for many years 
one of the leading figures in the 
Numismatic and Antiquarian 
society’ of Montreal, was a de- 
scendant of the admiral. Perhaps 
some reader can tell of other de- 
scendants of this great, but little 
known British sailor who won so 
much affection in Canada
